INSTALLATION CONSIDERATIONS 


Before you install your TV... 

Ventilation — Proper ventilation keeps your TV running 
cool. Air circulates through perforations in the back and 
bottom of the cabinet. Do not block these vents or you will 
shorten the life of your TV. 

Power Source — Your TV is designed to operate on 
normal household current, 120 volt 60 Hertz AC. Do not 
attempt to operate it on DC current. 

Power Cord — Your power cord has a polarized plug as 
required by Underwriters’ Laboratories. It has one regular 
blade and one wide blade and fits only one way into a 
standard electrical outlet. If the blades will not enter either 
way, your outlet is very old and non-standard. A new outlet 
should be installed by a qualified electrician. 

Safe Operation —Your TV is manufactured and tested 
with your safety in mind. However, unusual stress caused by 
dropping or mishandling, exposure to flood, fire, rain or 
moisture, or accidental spilling of liquids into the TV, can 
result in potential electrical shock or fire hazards. If this 
happens, have your TV checked by a service technician 
before using it again. Please read and observe each safety 
point in the "Safety Tips” folder when installing and using 
your TV. 


FIXED PATTERN DISPLAY CAUTION -If you use your 
TV for video games, teletext or other fixed displays, avoid setting the 
PICTURE control for an excessively bright picture. A bright, fixed 
pattern, if used for long periods of time, can result in a permanent 
imprint on the TV picture tube. You can reduce this possibility by 
alternating the use of the fixed pattern display with normal TV picture 
control down for sustained fixed pattern use and by turning off the 
fixed pattern display when not in use. 
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GETTING TO KNOW YOUR TV

FRONT PANEL CONTROLS sion ) 


Enter Button 

Press to remove any on-screen menu or to see the 
Channel/Time display. 
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Adjust Buttons 

Press these buttons during on-screen menu 
operations to adjust the selected menu option. 



Select Button 

Press during the on-screen menu operations to 
sequence through the menu options. 


Menu Button 

Press once to call up the main menu pages. Press 
repeatedly to sequence through the menu pages. 



Volume Up/Down 

Press and hold Volume UP or DOWN button to 
increase or decrease the sound level. 



Channel Up/Down 


Press and hold Channel UP or DOWN to scan 
channels higher or lower than the channel being 
viewed. You can add or delete channels from the 
channel scan sequence. See "Programming Favorite 
Channels." 



Ofl/On Button 

Press to turn TV power on or off. 



Remote Control Detector Window 

Point the remote control hand unit towards this 

window to operate the TV. 



Stereo Indicator 


The LED indicator lights when a stereo program is 
being received. "STEREO" lights when the TV is in 
the Stereo Sound mode. 
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GETTING TO KNOW YOUR TV (CONTINUED) 


THE REMOTE CONTROL UNIT 
Your new Zenith remote control unit comes 
programmed to use with your Zenith TV, a VCR and 
Cable-TV Decoder. However, it can be programmed to 
operate other brands of VCRs and Cable-TV decoders. 

See the section "Using the Remote Control" for remote 
control programming instructions as well as a more 
detailed explanation of remote control operation. 

Note: The buttons on the remote control unit which have 
the same name as those on the TV control panel operate 
as the TV controls described in "Front Panel Controls." 
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TV/CABLE/VCR Switch 


Set this switch to the "TV" position to operate your 


Zenith TV. 
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Menu Buttons 

Use these buttons during the menu operations. 


JACK PANEL 

The jack panel lets you connect a variety of audio/video 
components to your TV. Some of the components you 
can connect include VCRs, camcorders, home video 
games, video disc players, stereo receivers, and Super 
VHS (S-VHS) VCRs. 


This page outlines the auxiliary jack panel and lists some 
of the uses of each jack. For a more detailed description 
of the jack panel and its uses, see "Connections For Your 
TV" section of this operating guide. 



75-OHM RF ANTENNA-TYPE CONNECTIONS 


Attach your antenna or cable TV line to these jacks. 
The input cables may come from the outdoor or 
master antenna, cable TV line, cable decoder box 
or RF antenna output from a monaural VCR. 
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AUXILIARY A-V INPUT/LOOP 


Use these jacks to receive audio/video signals from 
other components, such as a stereo VCR (both 
audio and video), a stereo receiver/amplifier 
(audio), a video disc player (audio and video) or 
other audio sources (audio). 


Use the audio and video loop-out jacks to send the 
incoming audio and video signals to another 
component such as second VCR, a TV monitor or 
stereo receiver. 



FIXED A-V OUTPUT 

Use these jacks to send a fixed audio level and a 
fixed video level to another component, such as a 
VCR for recording purposes. 



Audio signals from the TV can be sent to external 
speakers or sound amplification equipment. With 
the SPKR switch in the "EXT" (external) position, 
the TV speakers are turned off. With the SPKR 
switch in the "INT" (internal) position, the TV 
speakers are turned on. In either case, use the TV 
remote control to adjust the volume level provided 
to the RIGHT and LEFT output jacks. 
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GETTING TO KNOW YOUR TV (CONTINUED) 


THE ON-SCREEN DISPLAYS 


Channel/Time Display 

When you turn on the TV or press ENTER, the 
Channel/Time display shows the current channel and 
time, if set. See "Clock Set." 

When you choose the A/V VCR or Y/C Source, the 
Channel display is replaced by VCR to remind you that 
an alternate source has been selected. 

Mute Display 

The Mute Display appears whenever you mute the sound 
by pressing the MUTE button. It also appears when no 
signal is detected. 
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GETTING TO KNOW YOUR TV (CONTINUED) 


BEFORE YOU OPERATE YOUR TV 
Before operating your TV, you must follow the 
directions below. 

1. CONNECT THE ANTENNA 

Connect the UHF/VHF antenna (or Cable-TV line) 
to your TV. See "Connects For Your TV" section for 
detailed diagrams. 

2. CONNECT THE POWER 

Plug your TV into a wall outlet that has unswitched 
AC power. Do not use an outlet operated by a 
switch. If the power to your TV is interrupted, you 
may have to reset memory features such as the Time, 
and some Audio or Video adjustments to your 
preference. 

NOTE: 

Do not plug the TV into the switched AC outlets on 
VCRs or Cable Decoders. When you turn the VCR 
or Decoder off, the TV will also turn off. 

3. TURN TV ON 

Turn the TV on by pressing the ON/OFF button on 
the control panel or remote control. 

4 . FAMILIARIZE YOURSELF WITH THE MENU 
PAGES 

Some adjustments that need to be made to operate 
your TV require use of the Menu pages. For this 
reason it is suggested that you take a moment to 
review the menus in this operating guide. In 
particular, see "Using the On-Screen Menus," "Source 
Menu," "Features Menu," and "Setup Menu." 


5. FIND AVAILABLE CHANNELS 

Use the AUTO (automatic) SEARCH feature of the 
SETUP MENU to find all available channels for the 
input sources connected to your TV. AUTO 
SEARCH should be activated for each source 
present. For example: If you have both an 
ANTENNA source and a CABLE source, select the 
ANTENNA source and activate AUTO SEARCH, 
then select the CABLE source and activate AUTO 
SEARCH again. 

6. PROGRAM YOUR FAVORITE CHANNELS 
(Optional Procedure) You can add or remove 
channels from the channel scan sequence. See "FAV 
(Favorite) Channels" of the SETUP MENU. 

7. SET THE TIME 

(Optional Procedure) Set the internal clock to the 
current time. See "Time Set" of the SETUP MENU. 

NOTES ON INSTALLATION 

• Other adjustments can be made to enhance your 
viewing or listening enjoyment. See "Using the 
On-Screen Menus." 

• Your remote control comes programmed to use with a 
Zenith TV, VCR and Cable-TV (CATV) Decoder. 
However, it can be reprogrammed to operate other 
brands of VCRs and Decoders. For directions on 
programming your remote control, see "Using the 
Remote Control." 





USING THE ON-SCREEN MENUS 


INTRODUCTION 

Your Zenith Digital TV is Menu Operated. That is, 
adjustments that can be made to the TV appear on the 
picture screen in a list, just as a menu in a restaurant lists 
available choices. 

MAIN MENUS 

There are five Main Menus: SOURCE, VIDEO, 
AUDIO, FEATURES and SETUP. These menus list 
everything you can adjust using the on-screen displays. 

Press the MENU button on your remote control or TV 
front panel to view the first menu. You will see a display 
like the one shown at the right. 

With the first menu displayed, each time you press the 
MENU button, a different Menu will be shown.

To select an item on a menu page, press the SELECT 
button. The cursor bar will move to highlight the next 
item on the page. Continue to press SELECT until the 
desired item is highlighted. 

NOTE: The menu page will automatically disappear if 
no conntrol has been operated for about 15 seconds. If 
you have not finished making your adjustment within this 
time, simply press MENU to start again. 

Press ENTER to remove the display instantly.

QUICK ACCESS INSTRUCTIONS 
TO SEE A MENU OR CHANGE A MENU: Press 
MENU button repeatedly until the desired menu is 
shown. 

TO SELECT AN OPTION/FEATURE ON A MENU: 
Press SELECT button repeatedly until the desired 
option/feature is highlighted. 

TO ADJUST AN OPTION/FEATURE ON A MENU: 
Press ADJUST to see submenu. Press ADJUST Up or 
Down to adjust the option/feature. 

TO RETURN TO NORMAL VIEWING: Press 
ENTER button. 































SOURCE MENU 


SOURCES 

A TV "source" refers to whatever is supplying the TV 
with a picture and/or sound. The most common signal 
source is your outdoor antenna or Cable-TV system. 
When you watch a tape on your VCR, the VCR becomes 
the signal source. 

You can connect more than one signal source to your 
Zenith TV at the same time. Hook up an outdoor 
antenna, a Cable-TV system, a VCR or another source 
like a video disc player or other audio/video component. 
Choose the source you want to watch by using the remote 
control and the Source Menu. 

The Source Menu graphically represents which of the 
sources connected to your TV is currently being used. 

To Select A Source: 

1. Press MENU until the SOURCE menu is displayed. 

Note: The quick way is to press the SOURCE button 
on the remote control. 

2. With the SOURCE menu displayed, press and 
release SELECT until the desired source is 
highlighted. 


SOURCE SELECTIONS 

The actual source selected depends on how the TV is 
connected. Selecting ANTENNA will direct to the TV 
whatever signal source is connected to the ANTENNA 
port of the Jack Pack on the back of the TV (usually the 
outdoor antenna). Selecting CABLE will direct the 
signal source supplied to the CABLE port of the Jack 
Pack (usually the Cable-TV line). Selecting VCR will 
access the A-V VCR INPUT port of the Jack Pack 
(usually the VCR). The Y/C selection will display the 
signal source entering the TV through the Y/C 
connection at the back of the TV (usually used for a 
Super-VHS (S-VHS) VCR. 

For more detailed information, see the "Connections For 
Your TV" section of this Operating Guide.

PICTURE 

Adjusts the overall contrast and color level of the picture. 

When making picture adjustments, use a video input 
source that you know provides a good color picture. Let 
the TV operate for a few minutes to stabilize the picture 
before changing any adjustment. 

To Adjust the PICTURE: 

1. Press MENU until the VIDEO menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the PICTURE option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the PICTURE 
status display. 

4. If the picture is grayish and lacks contrast and 
sparkle, press ADJUST UP until you reach the 
contrast level you prefer. 

If the light areas in the picture are overly bright and some 
of the highlight details are missing, press ADJUST 
DOWN until the highlights are restored. 

Your adjustment will be remembered unless you use the 
RESET option of the FEATURES Menu. In this case, 
the original factory adjustment will be restored. The 
original factory adjustment will also be restored if the TV 
does not receive power for approximately one minute. 

5. Press SELECT to select the next menu option, 
MENU for the next menu, or ENTER to return to 
normal TV viewing.

BLACK 

Adjusts the brightness of the black areas in the picture. 

When making picture adjustments, use an input source 
that you know provides a good color picture. Let the TV 
operate for a few minutes to stabilize the picture before 
changing any adjustment. 

To Adjust the BLACK Level: 

1. Press MENU until the Video page is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the BLACK option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the BLACK 
LEVEL status display. 

4. If the black areas in the picture are too dark and 
show little detail, press ADJUST UP until you reach 
the black level you prefer. 

If the black areas are too light, press ADJUST Down 
until you reach the black level you prefer. 

Your adjustment will be remembered unless you use the 
RESET option of the FEATURES Menu. In this case, 
the original factory adjustment will be restored. The 
original factory adjustment will also be restored if the TV 
does not receive power for approximately one minute. 

5. Press SELECT to select the next menu option, 
MENU for the next menu, or ENTER to return to 
normal TV viewing.

COLOR 

Adjusts the intensity of the colors in the picture. 

When making picture adjustments, use a video input 
source that you know provides a good color picture. Let 
the TV operate for a few minutes to stabilize the picture 
before changing any adjustment. 

To Ai^ust the COLOR level: 

1. Press MENU until the VIDEO menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the COLOR option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the COLOR 
LEVEL display. 

4. If all the colors seem faded or washed out, press 
ADJUST Up to increase the color intensity. 

5. Press SELECT to select the next menu option, 
MENU to return to the next menu, or ENTER to 
return to normal TV viewing. 

If all the colors seem too vivid or intense, press ADJUST 
Down to decrease the color intensity. 

Your adjustment will be remembered unless you use the 
RESET option of the FEATURES Menu. In this case, 
the original factory adjustment will be restored. The 
original factory adjustment will also be restored if the TV 
does not receive power for approximately one minute. 

NOTE: If you try to adjust the COLOR level while 
COLOR SENTRY is ON, a display will remind you that 
COLOR SENTRY is active. Turn OFF COLOR 
SENTRY to adjust the COLOR level. See the COLOR 
SNTRY option of the FEATURES menu for details. 


VIDEO MENU 



TINT 

Adjusts the color of the flesh tones. 

When making picture adjustments, use a video input 
source that you know provides a good color picture. Let 
the monitor operate for a few minutes to stabilize the 
picture before changing any adjustment. 

To Adjust the TINT: 

1. Press MENU until the VIDEO Menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the TINT option is highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the TINT 
display. 

4. If the flesh tones are green or have a greenish TINT, 
press ADJUST UP until you reach the desired flesh 
tones. The cursor should move toward the R (Red) 
side of the display. 

5. Press SELECT for the next menu option, MENU to 
return to the next menu, or ENTER to return to 
normal TV viewing. 

If the flesh tones are too red or purple, press ADJUST 
Down until you reach the desired flesh tones. The cursor 
should move toward the G (Green) side of the display. 

Your adjustment will be remembered unless you use the 
RESET option of the FEATURES Menu. In this case, 
the original factory adjustment will be restored. The 
original factory adjustment will also be restored if the TV 
does not receive power for approximately one minute. 

NOTE: If you try to adjust the TINT while COLOR 
SENTRY is ON, a display will remind you that COLOR 
SENTRY is active. Turn OFF COLOR SENTRY to 
adjust TINT.

SHARPNESS 

Adjusts the SHARPNESS of the picture. 

When making picture adjustments, use a video input 

source that you know provides a good color picture. Let 

the monitor operate for a few minutes to stabilize the 

picture before changing any adjustment. 

To Adjust the SHARPNESS: 

1. Press MENU until the VIDEO Menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the SHARPNESS option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the 
SHARPNESS status display. 

4. If lines that define the edges of objects and people 
are fuzzy, press ADJUST UP to increase the 
SHARPNESS. 


5. Press SELECT for the next menu option, MENU to 
return to the next menu, or ENTER to return to 
normal TV viewing. 

Your adjustment will be remembered unless you use 
the RESET option of the FEATURES Menu. In this 
case, the original factory adjustment will be restored. 
The original factory adjustment will also be restored 
if the TV does not receive power for approximately 
one minute.

STEREO 

Your TV is equipped to receive Multi-channel Television 
Sound (MTS) when available in your area. It can also 
receive a Second Audio Program (SAP), that is, a 
program broadcast with two audio portions (such as two 
languages). The following modes of operation are 
available. 

Enhanced 

Electronically changes the audio separation between the 
speakers so that you hear an "enhanced,” more spacious 
stereo sound effect. Enhanced Stereo is available when a 
Stereo broadcast is being received or from auxiliary 
stereo inputs. 

Stereo 

Directs the sound into the left and right speakers as 
supplied by the program source (broadcast TV station, 
VCR, etc.) 

Monaural (MONO) 

Directs the same sound to both left and right speakers. 
With the Monaural Mode selected, the same sound will 
be directed to both speakers even if the source being 
received is in stereo. 

Second Audio Program (SAP or 2nd AUDIO) 

Directs the sound for the Second Audio Program 
(typically a second language) to both the left and right 
speakers. SAP sound is always monaural. 

NOTE: Your TV has an automatic stereo sound mode 
selection feature. This feature can be used instead of the 
manual sound mode selection described below. For 
automatic sound mode selection, keep the TV in the 
STEREO Mode at all times. If a program is being 
broadcast in monaural, the TV automatically switches to 
monaural sound (the stereo indicator light on the front of 
the TV will go off). If a program is subsequently 
broadcast in stereo, the TV will automatically switch 
back to the STEREO Mode (Stereo indicator will come 
backon). 

To Receive SAP broadcasts, however, the TV must be in 
the 2ND AUDIO Mode. If there is no SAP broadcast, 
the TV switches automatically to STEREO or MONO 
mode of operation. 

To use a monaural VCR input (not Channel 3 or 4 RF), 
the Stereo Mode must be set to Monaural. In this case, 
use the SOURCES Menu to select the A-V VCR Source. 
Then return to the AUDIO Menu, and set the STEREO 
Mode to Monaural. 


To Adjust the STEREO Mode 

1. Press MENU until the AUDIO Menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the STEREO option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the STEREO 
MODE status display. 

Note the display. It will indicate whether the mode 
selected is available or not. 

4 . To change the mode, press the ADJUST control until 
your choice appears on the display. The display will 
indicate the availability of each selection. 

5. Press SELECT for the next menu option, MENU to 
return to the next menu, or ENTER to return to 
normal TV viewing. 

NOTES: 

1. Under certain signal conditions, the STEREO 
indicator light on the front of the TV may falsely 
indicate that stereo sound is being broadcast. 

2. Weak signal conditions may create poor quality 
stereo reception. Switching to the MONO Mode may 
improve the sound.

STEREO 

The operation of the automatic stereo 
mode under varying broadcast conditions 
and STEREO MODE settings is 
summarized in the table at the right: 


* The Stereo Indicator Lights When Receiving A Stereo signal source. 

** If channels in your area broadcast a Second Audio Program (SAP), you can also choose to 
leave the Stereo Mode Selector in the 2ND AUDIO position. When the 2nd Audio 
Programming ends, the TV will automatically switch to STEREO (if available) or MONO. 
It will switch back to 2ND AUDIO when the SAP programming resumes.

You can program the TV to automatically shut off after 
an elapsed time of 15 minutes to 4 hours. 


To Program the SLEEP TIMER: 

1. Press MENU until the FEATURES Menu is 
displayed.

One minute before the TV shuts off, the SLEEP TIMER

PAR (Parental) CONTROL 

If there is a channel that you do not want your children to 
watch, you can "lock it out" for up to 12 hours by entering 
your own (secret) 4-digit code. The locked out channel 
can be any channel accessed through the ANTENNA or 
CABLE sources. 

NOTE: Parental Control can be used to lock out only 
one channel. Before Parental Control can be activated, 
the ANTENNA or CABLE source must first be selected. 
See the SOURCES Menu for details. 

Once you have locked out a channel, the TV will not be 
able to tune it for the next can 12 hours unless you 
deactivate Parental Control.

Activating Parental Control: 

1. Press MENU until the FEATURES Menu is 
displayed.

COLOR SNTRY (Sentry) 

Video COLOR SNTRY allows you to switch to the 
factory settings for the COLOR level and picture TINT 
characteristics. 

The COLOR SNTRY feature produces an excellent TV 
picture. Still, there may be times (like when watching 
lesser quality VCR tapes) when you want more control 
over the picture. In that case, switch the COLOR 
SNTRY to off. With Color Preset off, you can adjust two 
additional controls, COLOR and picture TINT. 


To Operate Color Sentry: 

1. Press MENU until the Features menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the VIDEO SNTRY option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the COLOR 
SENTRY status display. 

4. To turn COLOR SENTRY ON, press ADJUST UP 
or DOWN until the display shows ON.

Your picture adjustments will be "remembered" until you 
readjust them, activate MSTR RESET, or if the power to 
the TV has been interrupted for an extended period 
(usually over 1 hour).

AUTO (Automatic) SEARCH 
The list of channels that will be displayed when you 
operate the CHANNEL Up/Down controls was 
programmed in at the factory. This list may include 
channels not available in your area, or exclude channels 
that are. The Auto Search feature will find all available 
channels and store them in memory for access by the 
CHANNEL Up/Down control. It will delete invalid or 
"empty" channels. 

To Use AUTO SEARCH: 

1. Press MENU until the SETUP page is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the AUTO SEARCH system is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the AUTO 
CHANNEL SEARCH status display. 

4. Press ADJUST to begin AUTO SEARCH.

IMPORTANT: Before beginning Auto Search, your 
Cable-TV Decoder should be turned ON. All other 
accessories, such as a VCR, should be shut OFF. 

After about one minute, the results of the AUTO 
SEARCH are displayed. Once your installation is 
complete, press any button on the remote control to end 
the setup session. 

The list of channels that is now stored for access by the 
CHANNEL Up/Down controls can be customized. See 
the Favorite Channel feature on the SETUP menu page. 

NOTE: AUTO SEARCH will only operate when the 
ANTENNA or CABLE source is selected. See the 
SOURCE Menu for details. 

You should use AUTO SEARCH to find active channels 
for each of the RF sources connected to your TV. First, 
select the ANTENNA source and use AUTO SEARCH. 
Second, select the CABLE source and use AUTO 
SEARCH again. 



FAV. (Favorite) CHANNEL 
Auto Search on the SETUP Menu will detect all the 
active channels available in your area. It stores them in a 
"channel scan list." This is the list of channels that the 
TV will recall (in numeric order) when the CHANNEL 
Up or Down controls are operated. 

The FAV. (Favorite) CHANNEL feature allows you to 
customize this list of active channels to: 

• Delete weak or "marginal" channels. Some channels 
may be strong enough to be detected by Auto Search 
but deliver poor picture quality. 

• Store weak or "marginal" channels. Some channels 
may be too weak to be detected by Auto Search but 
strong enough to deliver a picture satisfactory to you. 

• Save channels that may not have been broadcasting 
when you used the Auto Search feature. Some 
channels in your area (especially Public Television and 
some Cable-TV stations) may not broadcast 24 hours 
a day. 


• Delete channels you seldom watch. You may want the 
channel scan list to include only frequently watched 
channels. Remember, you can always select any valid 
channel by using the Numbered Buttons, even if that 
channel is not included on the channel scan list. 

• Delete scrambled Cable-TV channels that you do not 
subscribe to.

NOTE: Favorite Channel will only operate when the 

ANTENNA or CABLE source is selected. See the 

SOURCE Menu for details. 

To operate the Favorite Channel feature: 

1. Press MENU until the SETUP Menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the FAV. CHANNEL option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the FAV 
CHANNEL status display. 

4. Choose a channel by using the Numbered Buttons or 
the CH up or down control. The channel number will 
appear on the menu display. 


NOTE: Check the setting of the BAND SELECT if you 
have difficulty turning some channels (See BAND 
SELECT on the SETUP Menu).

TIME SET 

Sets the built-in clock to the current time. 

The current time will appear on the Channel/Time 

display whenever the TV is turned on, the channel is 

changed or the ENTER button is pressed. To set the 

time: 

1. Press MENU until the SETUP Menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the TIME SET option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the TIME SET 
status display.

BAND SELECT 

The BAND SELECT determines the range and 
operation of the electronic tuner inside the TV. If you 
ran the AUTO SEARCH feature (on the SETUP 
Menu), the tuning band was automatically set for your 
TV. 

If you did not use AUTO SEARCH, the BAND 
SELECT must be set to match your viewing needs, or 
you may not get a TV picture. There are four bands: 

• B-CAST (BROADCAST) - for standard over-the-air 
broadcasts. 

• CATV - for most standard Cable-TV (CATV) systems. 

• HRC - for CATV systems that use HRC 
(Harmonically-Related Carrier). 

• ICC - for CATV systems using ICC 
(Incremental-Coherent Carrier). 

To Manually Select the BAND SELECT: 

1. Press MENU until the SETUP Menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the BAND SELECT option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the BAND 
SELECT status display. 

4. Use the ADJUST control to highlight the desired 
Band (B CAST, CATV HRC or ICC). 

5. Press SELECT to select the next menu option, 

MENU to return to the next menu, or ENTER to 
return to normal TV viewing. 

NOTE: If necessary, adjust the AFC MODE for the band 
selected. See the AFC MODE Option for details.

Some channels that are valid in CATV, HRC or ICC are 
not valid in B CAST. If you change the BAND SELECT 
to B CAST while tuned to one of these stations, the TV 
will continue to display the channel in the old band. 

For example, if you are tuned to channel 110 in the 
CATV mode and change the Band to B CAST, the TV 
will still display channel 110 in the CATV mode (CH 110 
is invalid in B CAST). The TV will, however, remember 
you have changed the band and will tune to channels in 
the new band when you select a valid channel in the new 
band. 

NOTE: The BAND SELECT selection can only be 
changed when the ANTENNA or CABLE source is 
selected. See the SOURCE Menu for details. 

Recommendations 

• Simply use the AUTO SEARCH feature. After 
AUTO SEARCH has run, you should not have to 
manually set the BAND SELECT. 

• After setting the BAND SELECT, verify that the 
proper AFC MODE is selected. See the AFC MODE 
Option in this section of the operating guide for details.

AFC MODE 

The AFC (Automatic Frequency Control) circuit lets 
your TV compensate for variations in broadcast 
frequencies. The AFC has two basic functions: 

• it tunes to the exact broadcast signal. 

• once tuned to the broadcast signal, it "locks” onto it 
and, if need be, follows the signal should it drift. 

The AFC MODE contains two options, ON and OFF. 
Use the ON Mode to receive over-the-air TV stations. 
You can also use the ON Mode with many Cable-TV 
(CATV) channels. 

NOTE: Before setting the AFC Mode to ON, use a video 
source that you know provides a good color picture. Let 
the TV operate for a few minutes to stabilize the picture 
before changing any adjustment. 

NOTE: The AFC MODE can only be changed when the 
ANTENNA or CABLE source is selected. See the 
SOURCE Menu for details. 


To Use AFC: 

The AFC can be set for a particular band by following 

the below directions. 

1. Press MENU until the SETUP Menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the AFC MODE option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST UP or DOWN to get the AFC 
MODE status display. 

4. Use the ADJUST control to select the desired AFC 
mode. 

5. Press SELECT for the next menu option, MENU to 
return to the next menu, or ENTER to return to 
normal TV viewing. 

NOTE: The AFC MODE can be different for each 

source connected to your TV. 


SETUP MENU 
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USING THE REMOTE CONTROL 


INTRODUCTION 

The MBR3000 Remote Control supplied with your new 
television allows you to operate most models of 
remote-controlled TVs, VCRs and Cable TV Decoders 
even if they are all of different brands. In this way, it 
takes the place of the several remote controls previously 
needed. 

Before use, the MBR3000 must be "told” which brands of 
TV, VCR and Cable TV Decoder it will be used to 
operate. If you will be using your new television with a 
Zenith Cable-TV Decoder and/or Zenith VHS VCR, it 
has already been programmed for you. In any case, 
programming is so simple that it is summarized on a 
label that can be affixed to the back of the remote 
control. 

For more detailed instructions, see Programming the 
Remote Control. 

It is also important to note the following: 

• For optimum performance, point the MBR3000 at the 
component it is being used to operate. 

• The MBR3000 may have functions not available on the 
original remote control. These functions may or may 
not operate your VCR or Cable-TV Decoder. Refer 
to the owner’s manuals supplied with these units to see 
which functions are available. 

• The remote control supplied with your VCR or 
Cable-TV Decoder may have keys not duplicated on 
the MBR3000. If these functions are desired, the 
original remote control will have to be used. 


• Some controls on the MBR3000 may be labeled 
differently than those on the original remote control. 
A few examples are shown below. 

Original Remote MBR3Q0Q Label 

Recall: ENTER 

Power: OFF-ON 

A/CH or Last Channel FLASHBACK 

• Subscribers to Cable-TV most often use their 
Cable-TV Decoder to select channels. If your 
television is connected to a Cable-TV system, channel 
selection will be easiest when the VCR/CABLE/TV 
switch is left in the CABLE position. 

• If your Cable-TV Decoder has a volume control, 
adjust it for maximum loudness. Then the volume 
control setting of the TV can be used to adjust the 
actual loudness or softness. 

• Some controls on the MBR3000, such as PLAY and 
VOLUME, will always operate the VCR or TV. 
Whether other controls will operate the VCR, 
Cable-TV Decoder or TV depends on the position of 
the VCR/CABLE/TV switch located at the top of the 
MBR3000. 

For example, the OFF-ON button will turn on and off 
the VCR while the VCR/CABLE/TV switch is in the 
VCR position. It will turn on or off the TV when the 
VCR/CABLE/TV switch is in the TV position. 

Directions for each mode of operation are given on the 
following pages.

For this 
reason, this section has been divided in two: one part 
describes the operation of Zenith VCRs made in 1989; 
the other describes older models of Zenith VCRs.

Before using the Multi-Brand Remote Control supplied 
with your new TV, it must be programmed to recognize 
the brands of the VCR, Cable-TV Decoder and TV it 
will be used to operate.

BATTERY REPLACEMENT 

Your MBR3000 comes with batteries installed. When its 
effective operating range becomes noticeably shorter, 
replace the batteries with two (2) high-quality, alkaline, 
size AAA batteries. 

1. Remove the battery compartment cover. PUSH 
DOWN tab and PULL OUT from top. 

2. Insert new batteries as indicated in the diagram inside 
the compartment. 

3. Replace the cover by inserting the tab on the bottom 
of the cover into its housing. Snap the cover into 
position. 

4. After installing new batteries, the remote control will 
set itself to the Zenith TV, CABLE and VCR Code 
#1. If you are using the remote control to operate 
equipment that uses different codes, it will have to be 
reprogrammed for those codes. 


NOTES: 

• Be careful to not place heavy objects on top of the 
remote control buttons. Prolonged accidental 
operation of the remote control will shorten battery 
life. 

• If you will not use the remote control for a month or 
more remove the batteries. Battery leakage can cause 
damage to the remote control. 

































































CONNECTIONS FOR YOUR TV 


PLUGGING IN YOUR TV 

Be sure to plug your TV into an "unswitched" wall outlet 
to which power is constantly supplied. The "switched" 
AC outlets found on many cable decoders (and VCRs) 
will not continue supplying power to the TV once the 
decoder is turned off. If the power supply to the TV is 
interrupted for an extended time (over 1 hour), all of the 
TVs "memory" features including the Time display, TV 
audio/video adjustments and signal source selection will 
return to their factory settings. 
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Do Not Plug TV into VCR Switched Outlet 



Do Not Plug TV into Cable/Decoder Switched Outlet 


INPUT SOURCES FOR THE TV 
Most TVs have a single RF (radio frequency) input, 
meaning you can only direct one "signal source" to your 
TV at a time. The "Signal source" refers to what is 
supplying the picture and/or sound to your TV. The 
most common "signal source" is your outdoor or master 
antenna or cable-TV system. When you watch the tape 
play back from your VCR, for example, the VCR 
becomes the "signal source." 

Your Zenith TV has two RF inputs so your TV can be 
connected to more than one "signal source" at the same 
time. For example, you can connect a VCR and a Video 
Disc Player to your TV and watch the pro- gram from 
either one without reconnecting any cables. 


Each RF input (antenna/decoder and cable) on the back 
of your TV has a corresponding "source selection" in the 
SOURCE Menu display. Choose the TV Source that 
corresponds to the RF input you are using. 


JACK PANEL 


The jack panel lets you connect a variety of audio/video 
components to your TV. Some of the components you 
can connect include VCRs, camcorders, home video 
games, video disc players, stereo receivers, and Super 
VHS (S-VHS) VCRs. 

■ 75-OHM RF ANTENNA CONNECTIONS 


Attach your antenna or cable TV line to these jacks. 
The input cables may come from the outdoor or 
master antenna, cable TV line, cable decoder box 
or RF antenna output from a monaural VCR. 



AUXILIARY A-V INPUT/LOOP 
Use these jacks to receive audio/video signals from 
other components such as a stereo VCR (both 
audio and video), a stereo receiver/amplifier 
(audio), a video disc player (audio and video) or 
other audio sources (audio). 



AUDIO OUT JACKS 


Use these jacks to send a fixed audio level and a 
fixed video level to another component, such as a 
VCR for recording purposes. 



WW VARIABLE AUDIO OUT JACKS 

Audio signals from the TV can be sent to external 
speakers or sound amplification equipment. With 
the SPKR switch in the "EXT" (external) position, 
the TV speakers are turned off. With the SPKR 
switch in the "INT" (internal) position, the TV 
speakers are turned on. In either case, use the TV 
remote control to adjust the volume level provided 
to the RIGHT and LEFT output jacks. 
















































































CONNECTIONS FOR YOUR TV (CONTINUED) 


ANTENNA REQUIREMENTS 
Your TV contains the most advanced television 
technology available today. We recommend that only an 
outdoor all-channel antenna, Master TV antenna or 
CATV cable input be used. If an antenna is used, it 
should be terminated in a 75 ohm lead-in to your TV. 


OUTDOOR ANTENNAS 

A TV antenna is really a "net" to catch waves transmitted 
by a TV station. A good picture on your television set 
depends on how well your antenna captures the waves 
radiated by the TV stations. 

Your Zenith TV will work in most locations on an 
outdoor antenna. The quality of your picture may 
depend on a) the proper antenna, in good working order, 

b) how far you are from the television transmitters and, 

c) the nearness of such obstructions as tall buildings, 
towers, or mountains. An outdoor antenna pulls in more 
signal to produce the best picture and reduces or 
eliminates problems created by weak reception. 


Check your outdoor antenna from time to time to see 
that it is not wind-damaged. Inspect the lead-in cable for 
cracks, or other damage. Antennas with missing 
elements or a poor lead-in cable are a prime cause of 
poor picture reception. Replace the antenna or lead-in 
cable if necessary. Professional installation of the 
antenna or antenna components is recommended. As 
described in the subsequent paragraphs on antenna 
installation, it is hazardous work and can result in fatal or 
crippling falls. 


WHEN YOU NEED A NEW OUTDOOR ANTENNA 
No matter what kind of TV roof antenna you have, if it is 
several years old, it is probably oxidized, coated with 
grime, and possibly wind-damaged. The result may be 
somewhat fuzzy TV picture lacking in color and even 
showing "ghosts." Also, antenna design improvements 
since your old antenna was installed may have made it 
obsolete. 


People who have owned a TV for several years shrug off 
less-than-perfect pictures, blaming them on the age of 
the TV. They are pleased to discover that a new outdoor 
all-channel antenna suddenly brings their TV screen to 
life with bright, sharp, colorful pictures. See your Zenith 
dealer for a full line of 75 ohm antennas. 


SELECTING A NEW OUTDOOR ANTENNA 
Local TV reception conditions vary greatly. Your best 
source of advice about the most effective antenna for 
your area is your Zenith dealer or Distributor-approved 
Zenith Service Center representative, whose 
recommendation will be based upon years of local 
experience. 


Generally, the more elements in the antenna array, the 
more signal it can capture. Small VHF units may have 
only 8 elements. Large units for deep fringe area 
reception may have as many as 70 or more elements. If 
you use two or more TVs on the same antenna, its signal 
must be divided between each TV with a signal splitter 
(optional) available from your Zenith dealer. If you 
operate more than one TV, the antenna may need to be a 
little larger. 


ANTENNA SIGNAL BOOSTERS (AMPLIFIERS) 

If you have a severe fringe-area problem, the solution 
may be a signal booster (amplifier). The signal booster is 
installed between the antenna and the TV, usually next to 
the antenna, in an attic. It magnifies incoming signals to 
provide a better picture and is available as an optional 
accessory from your local Zenith dealer. 


The signal booster is especially useful for motels, clubs 
and other places operating a number of TVs from one 
antenna, since it boosts signal strength sufficiently to 
provide a good picture on each TV, and saves the 
installation of additional antennas.

Never 
work in the vicinity of electric power lines. Accidental 
contact with the power lines by a metal ladder, the metal 
antenna structure, or antenna wire could result in fatal 
shock. 


Also, handling a cumbersome antenna structure on a 
sloping roof is difficult and requires two people. If you 
stumble or slip, a fatal or crippling fall could follow. 
Professional installation is recommended.

With the SPEAKERS switch in the INT(ERNAL) position, 
the Variable Audio Out provides a signal which can be 
fed into a stereo receiver or external amplifier. For normal TV 
viewing you will want to keep the switch in the INT position. 

In this mode, your TV speakers remain “ON.” Set your 
external amplifier or receiver to a moderate volume and 
leave it there. You can control the Mute and Volume 
controls for the TV and the external amplifier using the 
TV’s remote control. 


CONNECTION DIAGRAM “B” 

With the SPEAKERS switch in the EXT(ERNAL) position, 
the VARIABLE Audio Out provides a signal which can be 
used to drive external speakers directly. 

In this mode, the TV speakers are turned “OFF.”

REMOTE CONTROL OF CATV DECODER 
Your TV remote control provides full remote control of 
"basic" or "unscrambled" cable channels within your TV’s 
tuning capability. It may also be able to control the 
Cable-TV decoder or other equipment supplied by the 
cable system operator to select "premium" or scrambled 
channels. However, the remote control user fee charged 
by some cable companies may still apply. Check with 
your Cable System operator. 

ZENITH REDI-PLUG 

Your TV has a Redi-Plug access port on the back of the 
cabinet. A plastic shield protects the access port. This 
access port allows installation of a connector for certain 
cable TV decoders which may be provided by cable 
system operators using Zenith equipment. If you have a 
need for the connector, your qualified Zenith service 
representative can install it at a nominal charge. 


BASE-TAC REDI-PLUG 

BASE-TAC (TAC—Tiered Addressable Code) is a type 
of converter/decoder available from cable companies in 
some areas. When used with a Zenith TV or Zenith 
VCR which has a BASE-TAC Redi-Plug, it allows you to 
view premium "unscrambled signal" channels while 
retaining complete remote control of channel selection 
through the TV or VCR. Consult your local cable 
company for availability in your area. If it is available 
through your cable company, you can have the necessary 
BASE-TAC connector installed (for a fee) at a Zenith 
distributor or distributor-approved Zenith service center.

CARING FOR YOUR TV 

Your TV will look better, have a longer life and perform 
better if you care for it properly. Here is how: 

Picture Glass Cleaning—The picture tube face attracts 
dust particles and should be cleaned regularly. To clean 
the face, first turn the TV off. Spray a small amount of 
glass cleaner on a cleaning cloth and wipe the picture 
tube glass face until clean. Repeat if necessary. 

To delay new dust accumulation, wet a soft cloth in 
lukewarm water in which a little fabric softener or 
dishwashing detergent has been mixed. Wring the cloth 
almost dry. Wipe the glass face. Make sure no drops of 
moisture are squeezed onto the glass. Do not wipe the 
glass dry. Allow the glass to air-dry before you turn the 
TV on again. 

Cleaning the Tinted-Glass Panel—Some TVs have a 
tinted-glass panel. Clean the glass panel as described 
above for the Picture Glass Cleaning. After cleaning, 
check that the glass panel mounting hardware is secure. 
Each hook-shaped clip and locking wedge must be 
properly installed to prevent the glass panel from falling 
out of its mounting. 

Cabinet Care—First check to see that the TV is off. To 
clean: 

a* Non-Wood Cabinets or Cabinet Components. 
Moisten a soft cloth with a mild soap solution or a 
dishwashing detergent. Wipe the surface with a damp 
cloth. Then rinse the cloth in clean water and wipe 
the surface again. Allow the TV to air-dry before 
turning it on. 

b. Wood Cabinets or Cabinet Components. 

Use any good furniture cleaner and polish. Regular 
care will help preserve the finish. 


WHEN ON VACATION 

Before going on vacation you may want to unplug the 
power cord from the electrical wall outlet. This will 
protect the TV from possible damage from lightning or 
power lines surges. If you have an outdoor antenna, you 
may also want to disconnect the antenna lead-in wires on 
the back of the TV. 

NOTE: If you unplug your TV for an extended period of 
time, all of the TV "memory" features will have to be reset. 

TV PICTURE INTERFERENCE 

Your TV picture may be affected by interference caused 

by one or a number of factors. These include: 

Nearby Automobile Ignition, Electrical Appliances, 
etc.—Which cause a speckled, streaked picture. This is 
most noticeable in weak signal areas. 

Snow in Picture —Caused by insufficient signal. Usually 
caused by the TV being located too far from the TV 
station or by an improper antenna installation. 

Ghosts or Reflections— Caused by signals being reflected 
from surrounding buildings, water tanks, or other high 
structures. 

Radio Signal — Police, amateur or CB radio transmitters 
may cause interference. 

These interference problems can often be correctred 
through the use of a better antenna, signal amplifers, or 
various filter devices. See your Antenna Connection 
Guide or Zenith dealer. 
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MAINTENANCE AND TROUBLESHOOTING (CONTINUED) 



TINTED-GLASS PANEL REMOVAL AND CARE 
(Provided on Some Models) 

Description 

A tinted-glass panel is provided with some TVs. The 
glass panel enhances the picture contrast under certain 
viewing (ambient light) conditions. 

Before Using the TV 

As received from the factory, the glass panel is mounted 
to the TV. Foam pads are used as shock absorbers to 
protect the glass panel during shipment. These foam 
pads must be removed before using the TV. 


Removing Glass Panel (or Foam Shipping Pads) 

The glass panel should be removed for cleaning, to gain 
access to the TV picture tube for cleaning, or to remove 
the foam shipping pads which protect the glass panel. 

The glass panel is secured to the TV cabinet at four 
points; two points along the top edge and two points 
along the bottom edge. See figure for details. Four sets of 
mounting hardware are used. Each set consists of a 
hook-shaped clip and a locking wedge. 

WARNING: The tinted glass panel is 
breakable and heavy. Handle it with care.

Removing Glass Panel (or Foam Shipping Pads) 

1. Remove the locking wedges and hook-shaped clips 
from the top two slots in the cabinet, as follows: Pull 
each wedge straight out of its mounting. Slide each 
clip to the left and out of its mounting. Retain parts. 

2. Use one hand to apply and keep slight pressure on 
the face of the glass panel to keep the panel from 
coming out of its mounting. 

3. Remove the foam shipping pads, if present, by gently 
pulling the foam pad from each corner of the glass 
panel. Discard the pads. You may have to tilt the 
panel forward slightly in order to remove the pads. If 
you can not remove the lower two pads or you want to 
remove the glass panel, continue with step 4. 
Otherwise, you can secure the glass panel to the TV 
by following step 7.b. below. 

4. There may be sufficient clearance to remove the glass 
panel without further disassembly. Grasp the panel 
along the top edge and gently pull it up and away 
from its lower mounting. If there is binding or you can 
not remove the panel, continue with step 5. After the 
glass panel is removed, put it in a location where it 
will not fall or get broken. Handle the glass with care 
because it is heavy. 

5. Remove the locking wedges and hook-shaped clips 
from the bottom two slots in the cabinet, as follows. 
Pull each wedge straight out of its mounting. Use one 
hand to apply and keep slight pressure on the face of 
the glass panel to keep the panel from coming out of 
its mounting. Slide each clip to the right and out of 
its mounting. Retain parts. 


6. Grasp the glass panel along the top edge and gently 
pull it up and away from its lower mounting. Put the 
glass panel in a location where it will not fall or get 
broken. Handle the glass with care because it is heavy. 
You may clean the glass panel or the face of the 
picture tube or both at this time. 

7. Secure the glass panel to the TV by using the 
hardware removed above, as follows: 

a. If the glass panel was removed from the cabinet: 

1. Install two hook-shaped clips in the bottom slots of 
the cabinet. You must slide each clip to the left as 
far as it will go to secure the dip. 

2. Insert glass panel into the lower ledge so that it rests 
on the two lower clips. Handle glass by its sides to 
prevent getting fingerprints on the inside surface. 

3. Use one hand to apply and keep slight pressure on 
the face of the glass panel to keep the panel from 
coming out of its mounting. Do step 7.b. 

b. If the, glass panel was not removed from the cabinet; 

1 . Install two hook-shaped clips in the top two slots of 
the cabinet. You must slide each clip to the right as 
far as it will go to secure the clip. 

2. Install locking wedges at each of the hook-shaped 
clips. Verify that all four locking wedges are 
properly installed. 

Cleaning the Glass Panel 

Follow the same cleaning procedure given for cleaning 
the picture tube face in this section of the Operating 
Guide.

SHARPNESS 

Adjusts the sharpness of the picture. 

When making picture adjustments, use a video input 
source that you know provides a good color picture. Let 
the TV operate for a few minutes to stabilize the picture 
before changing any adjustment. 

To Adjust the SHARPNESS: 

1. Press MENU until the VIDEO Menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the SHARPNESS option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST to get the SHARPNESS status display. 

4. If the picture is too “soft” and vertical edges are fuzzy, 
press ADJUST Right to increase the sharpness. 

If the picture is too “grainy” and vertical lines show 
multiple lines on the right side, press ADJUST Left 
to obtain the desired sharpness. 


5. Press SELECT for the next menu option, MENU 
for the next menu, or ENTER to return to normal 
TV viewing. 

Your adjustment will be remembered unless you use 
the RESET option of the FEATURES Menu. In this 
case, the original factory adjustment will be restored.

TIME SET 

Sets the built-in clock to the current time. 

The current time will appear on the Channel/Time display 

whenever the TV is turned on, the channel is changed or 

the ENTER button is pressed. To set the time: 

1. Press MENU until the SETUP Menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the TIME SET option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST to get the TIME SET status display. 

4 . Use the numbered buttons on the remote to enter the 
current time and then press ADJUST. For example, to 
set the time to 6:30, press 6, then 3, then 0, and then 
press ADJUST. If you enter an invalid time like 13:45, 
the clock will continue to show the last valid time that 
was set. 

If you enter a wrong number, you can re-enter the 
correct time by pressing the numbered buttons again.

AFC MODE 

The AFC (Automatic Frequency Control) circuit lets 
your TV compensate for variations in broadcast frequen¬ 
cies. The AFC has two basic functions: 

• it tunes to the exact broadcast signal. 

• once tuned to the broadcast signal, it “locks” onto it 
and, if need be, follows the signal should it drift. 

The AFC MODE contains two options, ON and OFF. 

Use the OFF Mode to receive over-the-air TV stations. 
You can also use the OFF Mode with many Cable-TV 
(CATV) channels. 

Broadcast signals from TV stations operate on fixed and 
highly stable frequencies. The OFF mode is used for fixed 
frequency signals, while the ON mode searches for offset 
frequency signals which may be present in certain 
CATV systems. 

NOTE: Before setting the AFC Mode, use a video source 
that you know provides a good color picture. Let the TV 
operate for a few minutes to stabilize the picture before 
changing any adjustment. 

NOTE: The AFC MODE can only be changed when the 
ANTENNA or CABLE source is selected. See the 
SOURCE Menu for details. 


To Use AFC: 

The AFC can be set for a particular band by following 

the below directions. 

1. Press MENU until the SETUP Menu is displayed. 

2. Press SELECT until the AFC MODE option is 
highlighted. 

3. Press ADJUST to get the AFC MODE status display. 

4. Use the ADJUST control to select the desired AFC 
mode. 

5. Press SELECT for the next menu option, MENU 
for the next menu, or ENTER to return to normal 
TV viewing. 

NOTE: The AFC MODE can be different for each 

source connected to your TV.
